Posing one of the most important 
times of the year for local business­ 
es, industries and individual citizens 
is the annual Hondo Chamber of 
Commerce membership drive. 
Those with their thinking caps on 
realize how vital an active chamber 
of commerce is to a growing city.

bringing some $750,000 into land­ 
owners' pockets. 
It serves as a focul 
point for home and property owners 
to list rentals, or for persons search­ 
ing for a place to live to leave their 
names and needs. 
The Hondo Chamber of Commerce 
serves as a focul point for employers 
and employees to find each other. 
In cooperation with the Texas Em­ 
ployment Commission, the Hondo 
Chamber maintains a file on persons 
seeking employment as well as a file 
on employers seeking workers. 
The Hondo Chamber of Commerce 
annually sponsors the W ild Game 
Dinner, a token of appreciation to 


sponsors Texas Industrial Week which 
gives local residents an opportunity 
to see what local industries are pro­ 
ducing and what their presence in 
the area means to each and every 
person living here.

The Home of Representa­ 
tives last week faced an issue 
of such great importance that 
I want to expalin my vote. 
The question was on a pro­ 
posed amendment to a b ill 
setting a lim itation on na­ 
tional expenditures. That 
amendment, offered by 
Chairman Mahon of the Ap­ 
propriations Committee, 
would have required the 
President to notify the next 
Congress in January what 
budget cuts lie would make 
to hold expenditures to a 
lim it of $250 billion. The 
Congress then would consid­ 
er legislation dealing with 
the President's recommen­ 
dations, 


There was considerable 
opposition to the Mahon pro­ 
posal - enough so that it was 
defeated by a vote of 216 to 
167. I voted for the amend­ 
ment. My reason can be 
stated very sim ply: I do not 
believe the 23rd district sent 
me to Congress to erode the 
powers of the Congress, and 
to build up the powers of the 
Executive Department. 
"HERE THE PEOPLE RULE" 
It was Alexander Ham il­ 
ton, many years ago, who es­ 
corted a distinguished foreign 
visitor into the House and 
told him "Here the people 
rule". I believe that the 
House last week cut down the 
power of the people and gave 
to the Executive a blank 
check on government spend­ 
ing. It told tile President 
that we in the Congress would 
consider programs carefully 
and then let him veto any 
one of them by holding back 
the money we appropriated. 
Let me make it very clear 
that I am concerned about 
xix. Ic dei a1 government*? rate 
af spending, and I am fear­ 
ful that we may need new 
taxes lf people do not prefer 


fewer government services. I 
think we in the Congress have 
a responsibility to re-exam­ 
ine many programs, to de­ 
termine if they are still worth 
the taxpayers* dollars. I be­ 
lieve that I have a big respon­ 
sibility in this task but I as­ 
sume my share, and don’t 
want to shrink from it. 
CONGRESS NOT SPEND­ 
THRIFT 
There are current political 
charges that the Congress has 
been wasteful. I deny that 
charge, and the record proves 
me right. We in the Congress 
have approved $4.2 billion 
less than the President asked 
for in Iris budget. 
In some cases, we be­ 
lieved the President wasn't 
asking for enough. W e've 
had l l bills vetoed - and 
that veto list gives us strong 
evidence of where the Presi­ 
dent isn't sympathetic to the 
Congress* views of the na­ 
tion's needs, He has vetoed 
major bills in three areas: 
programs to create jobs and 
put our unemployed to pro­ 
ductive work, better care for 
the elderly, and improved 
educational and health fa c ili­ 


ties. 
I do not believe the peo­ 
ple want such programs de­ 
layed, but even stronger is 


my feeling that we in the 
Congress have a constitution­ 
al responsibility to fu lfill, 
and we have no right to ab­ 
dicate authority to the Execu­ 
tive. 
FIGHT SCREW WORMS 
Amid the pee Bure of In­ 
creased floor action as tile 
Congress sought to complete 
work for this session, it was 
important to take time to 
confer with Department of 
Agriculture officials on the 
screwworm problem. As I 
have reported, maxim im ef­ 
fort is being made, but the 
animals are victim s of wea­ 
ther in Mexico and south 
Texas that ’aas been Ideal for 
insect breeding. The Agri­ 
culture people assured me 
that the sterile fly plant at 
Mission, Texas, w ill operate 
at maximum capacity through 
the fiscal year, and I am 
confident that funds w ill be 
provided to maintain that 
program, If cold weather the 
next few months kills flies 
in south central Texas, spe­ 
c ia l effort w ill focus on forc­ 
ing the fly population hack 
into Mexico, and a major 
international plan for the 
next five years aims at ex­ 
terminating files throughout 
our nation and much of Mex­ 
ico.

Diets for elderly expensive, 
careful planning needed 


By Gaye Bippert 
Medina Co. Extension Agent 


Diets for elderly peopk 
can be expensive unkss 
planned carefully, Mrs, Gaye 
Bippert, County Extension A- 
gent, pointed out this week. 
Their diets should be high 
in protein, minerals and vic­ 
tims rather than energy foods. 
Although often cheaper, 
energy foods are needed less 
as people become less active 


physically. 
"Protein foods, such as 
m ilk. neat. fish. poultry 
and eggs, can take a large 
itiarc of the lim ited food dol­ 
lar, " si* explained. And un­ 
less purchased wisely, the 
recommended green, yellow 
and leafy vegetables, toma­ 
toes and fruits also may run 
up the tab. 
"However, there are ways 
of keeping costs down consid­ 
erably and still Slaving a good 
diet, " M U Bippert contin­ 
ued. 
Through planning and 
careful substitutions, elderly 
people on modest incomes 
can lielp control costs. 
For exam pk. certain foods 
can cost rn ich more than oth­ 


ers of sim ilar nutritive value 
and us*?-. Her is where substi­ 
tutions become important. 
Relatively low-priced 
vegetables include carrots, 
some leafy greens and many 
canoed vegetables. 
Fresh produce also may be 
low lr, price when in season. 
"Citrus fruit has been an 
economic buy for Vitam in C 
in ti* past few years, " she 
noted. 
Sometimes considered too 
expensive, m ilk actually is 
an inexpensive source of cal­ 
cium . But for tittie on a 
tight budget, the agent rec­ 
ommended using evaporated 


m ilk or nonfat dry m ilk for 


cooking. 
Probably the biggest prob­ 


lem Is meat. 


Although prices vary, of­ 
ten the best buys are the 
kaner cuts, which can be 
made tender by chopping or 
low, Slow cooking. Fish Is 
another protein source w hich 
may be inexpensive, depend* 
ing on location. 
"And poul­ 
try is a very good buy this 
season, " she pointed out. 
"So is liver with its high nu­ 
tritive value. "
